Now, if a 
strict compliance with each of these provis- 
ions is necessary,—if they are imperative 
and mandatory, then the polls: held at the 
Warehouse of the Diamond Spring House 
“ Mauist be thrown out. But if they are merely 
directory statutes, and are not of the essence 
or sibetance of the election, then » departure 
from them.in the manner in which they have 

- been departed from, does not-invalidate the 
the election. (People vs. Crenham, 3 Cal., 
““491--People vs. Cook, 14 Barbour, 290). 
But what, I ask, is to be considered as the 
substance of'an ‘election? Is it the mere 

© mode or fotih of organizing and conducting 
., the pelle? or is it the mutual benefit deriv- 
_ ed by the Government and the elector, when 
' . he exercises the elective franchise, the act 
itself which he accomplishes when he drops 
“his Ballot in the box? Are.we to sacrifice 
substance to form? to put a higher value on 
the statute regulation than on the right it- 

_ self? The laws governing elections are 
e for the benefit of the elector; polling 

Places are established for his convenience; 
Boards of Election are organized to receive 

\ his ballot, and it is of the first importance 
‘that every legal elector of the county should 
have the opportunity to make known to the 
Government his wishes as expressed through 
the ballot-box. And I do not think that 
Courta are called upon to disfranchise duly 
qualified voters, merely for the reason that 
Judges of the election, through culpability 
or negligence, have failed to comply with 
ae provision of the Statute, especially 
when, as in this case, the Statute is direc. 
tory. The adjudicated cases, both in this 
and New York, are in consonance 

with these views. In Whipley vs. McKune, 

, 12\Cal., 861, Judge Baldwin says, in speak- 

z of the ballot-box being taken from the 
room, “ But if we are to hold that this cir- 
cumstance alone, as stated, invalidated the 

_ returns, it would be in the power of any of- 

~ ficer or other person to defeat an election by 
‘thro wing the: ballot-box out of the win- 
dow, or catrying it to the next room.” 

The fact of only one clerk. acting for the 
greater portion of the day, is not sufficient 
to throw out the poll. (People vs. Cook, 14 

- Barbour, 295). Nor the fact of the Judges 
“ delayingfthe opening of the polls, it not be- 
ing shown, that any votees were deprived 
|. from yoting:—The time of opening the polls 
is not of the essence of the election. (4th Sel- 
don, 98.) 
. It is:contended strenuously: by contestant’s 
_ Attorney that the election held at the Buck- 
eye House, McPike’s house, and the Diamond 
warehouse, were not authorized to 
be held at said places,-by the Board of Su- 
pervisors, and consequently are utterly void, 
and the votes cast at those places are not a 
egitimate expression of the choice of the 
lectors: that time and place are of the es- 
sence of all elections, Undoubtedly time is 
\ of the substance when applied to the day on 
which an election is to be held, but not to 
the hour and minute in which.the polls are 
“to be opened ‘and closed.
